Campus prepares for switch 
to Zimbra e-mail system

K-State will officially begin its university- 
wide transition to a more organized and inter- 
active e-mail provider - Zimbra - at 6 p.m. May 
29. 

James Lyall, vice provost of information 
technology services, said students, faculty and 
staff have been calling for a more encompassing 
e-mail system for the past few years - a system 
that does more than just store mail. 

"We've really been trying to work with the 
campus on what they really wanted to see in the 
next generation of communication collaboration 
services," Lyall said. "People were very vocal and 
very clear that they just didn't feel like the current 
e-mail system was meeting their needs, and that 
they really wanted to see an integrated collabora- 
tion environment that would allow some better 
functionality." 

In order to learn more about the K-State 
community's e-mail concerns, Lyall said several 
"needs analyses" were administered to Webmail 
users throughout the past two years. These as- 
sessments were formed by a 25 -member commit- 
tee concerned with improving K-State's e-mail/ 
calendaring services. 

The analyses were offered in the form of 
surveys and were a place for users to voice their 
opinions about Webmail as well as offer sugges- 
tions as to what they thought should be offered in 



a new system. 

A majority of these resulting suggestions in- 
cluded Web accessibility - being able to access 
the program from any Web browser; attachment 
capabilities - being able to attach files up to 15 
megabytes in size; search capabilities - allowing 
easier search options for both e-mail and calen- 
dar functions; and nesting customized folders - 
the ability to create a folder within a folder with 
easy accessibility. 

"We looked at those providers that we 
thought were leaders in the market in terms of 
being able to provide the enterprise-level servic- 
es that we think is required," Lyall said. "In doing 
that and looking at all the information we pooled 
from the committee and the campus, we really 
thought that Zimbra was a good solution for the 
campus." 

Zimbra is a multi-award winning program 
that offers e-mail, group calendaring, contacts, 
instant messaging, hTe storage and Web docu- 
ment management. A company that started in 
2003, this service provider offers a lot more than 
just mail storage. 

"Zimbra was the product that met more 
[campus] needs than any of those other services," 
Lyall said. 

As of early fall 2008, Lyall said K-State en- 
tered what he called a "firm partnership" with 
the provider. Since then, he and a committee of

Candidates discuss 
rental inspection, 
public transport 



LOREN PEPPERD 

Occupation: Real estate agent 

Do you believe there should be some 
form of mandatory rental property in- 
spection? 

I will support a rental inspection program 
as long as it is fair, ethical, equitable and 
fiscally responsible. However, a rental in- 
spection program must include the fire de- 
partment, city code department and the 
planning and zoning department to agree 
on the rental inspection program.

Commission to vote on equipment for start-up businesses

Manhattan city commissioners are scheduled to vote 
on the second reading of an ordinance amendment to 
help purchase equipment for the National Institute for 
Strategic Technology Acquisition and Commercialization 
during their weekly meeting tonight. 

Commissioners are also scheduled to review a fi- 
nal preliminary design report for a wastewater treatment 
plant upgrade and expansion project. 

The incubator company known as NISTAC provides 
lab space to start-up bioscience businesses in the hopes 
they will stay in Manhattan after their graduation and 
provide high-wage jobs. 



The amendments would provide money to devel- 
op an unused portion of NISTAC's facility into wet-lab 
space, which is in high demand in the bioscience indus- 
try. 

Wet labs are "for experiments using solutions, cell 
cultures, and other 'wet' substances requiring water, di- 
rect ventilation, and specialized piped utilities," accord- 
ing to a PowerPoint presentation by assistant city manag- 
er Lauren Palmer. 

A $425,000 contribution to the facility is outlined in 
the amendment to satisfy the $1.45 million needed to ful- 
ly develop the area. The remaining funds are expected to 
be awarded in the form of a grant by the Kansas Biosci- 
ence Authority. 

The facility is owned by the city and rented to NI- 



STAC. At the end of the five-year agreement, NISTAC 
will have the option to purchase the building from the 
city or renew the rental contract. 

The wastewater treatment plant project is partially 
intended to account for future population growth in Man- 
hattan and surrounding areas. According to the agenda, 
the improvements would maintain reliable and effective 
treatment and optimize the operation in a cost-effective 
manner. 

The estimated cost of construction is $33 million, 
which will be paid for with a low interest loan. The city is 
looking to secure principal forgiveness from federal stim- 
ulus dollars. 

The meeting, which will begin at 7 tonight at City 
Hall, will be broadcast live on local cable channel 3.

Latest same-sex marriage ruling offers hope for rest of us

The Supreme Court ruling 
in Iowa on Friday in support of 
same-sex marriage has gotten me 
into more than a few blistering ar- 
guments. Why should a private 
agreement between two consent- 
ing individuals I neither know nor 
care about have anything to do 
with me, and why exactly should I 
feel compelled to disagree with it 
on principle? Intuition is slanted 
toward the proponent of same-sex 
marriage, and the opponents im- 
plicitly seem to recognize it. 

The savvy opponent is likely 
to begin by offering a litany of his 
or her own intuitionist critiques, 
like "Same-sex marriage contra- 
dicts my religion; it violates tradi- 
tion; it deprives children of a prop- 
er parental cross-section; it isn't 
natural; it makes me feel uncom- 
fortable." But why are any of these 
legitimately within the purview of 
the legislator? Maybe gambling vi- 
olates my religion; but I don't re- 
quest we ban it. Divorce and one- 
night-stands often functional- 
ly deny children of one or both of 
their parents, and do so in much 
larger numbers; perhaps we should 
ban them. Heart transplants aren't 
natural; should we ban them? 
Soulja Boy makes me very much 
more than uncomfortable, and is 
offensive to the aesthetic sensibili- 
ties of every single person I've ever 
met; I propose we ban him as well. 
Because it is protocol in this coun- 
try not to concoct tyrannical, ad 
hoc laws to satisfy the whims of 
even a majority, these arguments 
are the easiest to dispatch. 

The opponent might then ar- 
gue - a la Rick Santorum - that 
legal same-sex marriage leads to 
legal polygamy, bestiality or any of 
the other usual silly conjectures. 
But this is a patent non sequitur. It 
isn't as if marriage has some kind 
of universal taxonomical tree de- 
noting its structure, on which a 
marriage of two men or two wom- 
en is an intermediate between a 
marriage of a man and a woman 
and a marriage of a man, a wom- 
an, four goats and a toaster. 

In reality, same-sex and op- 
posite-sex marriage differ only in 
that one is already accepted and 
one isn't, and opponents have just 



slipped in a pre-existing norm as a 
piece of its own evidence. Even if 
there actually were that empirical 
suggestion of causation - which 
there isn't - would it be a reason- 
able basis to begin restricting rights 
that are otherwise legitimate? Of 
course not. After all, legal marriag- 
es in general are themselves also a 
prerequisite to legal polygamy, but 
no reasonable person would ar- 
gue to ban the former simply to rid 
ourselves of the possibility of the 
latter. 

In lieu of all of those argu- 
ments, the opponents of same-sex 
marriage are likely to assert that 
homosexuals can change their ori- 
entation, a fact which is neither 
true nor relevant. They might ar- 
gue that it leads to the break- 
down of the family, a curious as- 
sertion to make in a country with 
a 50-percent divorce rate. They 
might argue that procreation is 
the true warrant for marriage, 
which can only make us question 
where they place the infertile. 
They might even support the civ- 
il union "compromise," a seem- 
ingly pragmatic position that has 
gained ground on both sides in 
recent years, but is entirely arbi- 
trary and self-evidently unneces- 
sary when properly defined. 

But in the end, opponents 
are forced to recognize that their 
position is not rooted in fair- 
ness or the earnest happiness of 
man, but rather some kind of self- 
ish predisposition, and that while 
they might well be decent, ordi- 
nary people who don't support 
visiting homosexuals with vio- 
lence, they still provide ideologi- 
cal cover for those who do. 

At any rate, both public pol- 
icy and public opinion in the 
United States and elsewhere are 
clearly moving in the right direc- 
tion, and, as this proxy war be- 
gins to draw to a close, we should 
realize that though the ruling in 
Iowa is a big victory for homo- 
sexuals, it's actually a bigger vic- 
tory for the rest of us.

On Friday, Iowa Su- 
preme Court justices 
unanimously ruled that 
a law passed in 1998, 
which states "only a 
marriage between a 
male and a female is 
valid," was unconstitu- 
tional, effectively mak- 
ing Iowa the first Mid- 
western state to allow 
same-sex marriages. 

When the decision 
goes into effect in about 
three weeks, same- 
sex couples living in 
Iowa, as well as same- 
sex couples who obtain 
marriage licenses in 
Iowa, will be able to be 
legally married. 

According to an ar- 
ticle in the Des Moines 
Register, the state will 
collect more than $5 
million per year from 
same-sex marriages 
based on income taxes, 
sales taxes and public 
assistance savings. 

More important- 
ly, Iowa, being a Mid- 
western state, is gener- 
ally conservative. To see 
a state with more tra- 
ditional values moving 
in this progressive di- 
rection is inspiring to 
many states in the U.S. 
who struggle with deep- 
rooted stereotypes and 
biases. 

Sure, there are those 
who oppose same-sex 
marriages from a reli- 
gious or moral stand- 
point, and those peo- 
ple are more than en- 
titled to their opinions. 
However, the beauty 
of marriage - wheth- 
er between a man and 
a woman, two women 
or two men - is some- 
thing personal and pri- 
vate and does not have 
a direct effect on those 
who do not approve. 

This decision is 
hopefully only an early 
step as we continue to 
move toward becoming 
a nation that is accept- 
ing of and open to di- 
versity of all kinds.

Rock-pop band stops

Rookie of the Year - a rock-pop 
band from Fayetteville, N.C., with more 
than seven million plays on its MyS- 
pace.com page - stopped by PJ's Pub 
Monday night to pay a visit to its small- 
er-town fans. Young adults crowded 
around the stage, and reverberations of 
jumping teenagers could be felt through 
the floorboards. 

Several audience members said 
they liked the versatility of the band's 
musical style. 

"Their music is great because I can 
rock out to it at a concert or in my car, 
and then I can turn it on at school for 
my first-graders," said Lindsay Meyer, 
29, grade-school teacher in Shawnee 
Mission, Kan. "I put it on when we're 
playing hot-potato, and the kids start 
dancing. It gives me a time to relax, and 
it's something we all can enjoy." 

"Their music is just a mix of every- 
thing," said Anastasia Oulianova, se- 
nior at Lincoln (Neb.) Southwest High 
School. "You'll have something upbeat, 
you'll have something kind of poppy. At 
the same time, you'll get your rock, and 
if you like scream-o, they have a couple 
songs like that, too." 

Monday's performance was part of 
Rookie of the Year's first national head- 
lining tour. The band's newest album, 
"Sweet Attention," reached No. 9 on 
Billboard's Alternative New Artist chart 
in its first week. 

Mike Kamerman, guitarist and vo- 
calist for the band, said many of the 



band's songs are emotionally uplifting. 

"We've gotten messages from peo- 
ple on MySpace that said some of our 
songs - especially out of our old record - 
brought them out of hard times," Kamer- 
man said. "We've even heard some peo- 
ple say to us before that they were hav- 
ing suicidal thoughts and things, which 
is terrible, and our songs just helped 
them up out of that. I never thought I 
would hear that, so it's cool." 

Both fans and band members com- 
mented on the fact that Rookie of the 
Year was performing in Manhattan rath- 
er than a bigger city. 

"Being from a small town, you 
don't get a lot of concerts all the time 
like some other big cities do," Ouliano- 
va said. "When you're in a smaller town, 
you get the chance to talk to them and 
figure out more about their band, so it's 
really cool." 

Ryan Dunson, lead singer of the 
band, said the size of the venue changes 
the feel of the show. 

"I feel like it captures something 
different; you have a different sound," 
Dunson said. "We're on a headlining 
tour right now, the 'What is Love' tour, 
so we're doing more intimate settings 
and smaller venues instead of the bigger 
ones that we've done before when we 
were opening up for other bands."

Wildcats enter spring 
practice with new energy

It sounds simple, really. 

But it wasn't. Something was 
lacking last year from the K-State 
football program - unity. 

The cohesiveness that every 
team needs to be successful was 
often times nowhere to be found 
from Wildcat players and coach- 
es. 

"I think as a team, we weren't 
as close as we should have been," 
said junior Lamark Brown Thurs- 
day at the spring football press 
conference. "I don't think we un- 
derstood - it was more split up 
as offense against defense, as op- 
posed to offense and defense." 

So much of the focus this off- 
season under coach Bill Snyder 
has been geared toward the theme 
of coming together and getting to 
know others on the roster. 

After each workout this off- 
season, each team member held 
a deep conversation with another 
teammate to familiarize them- 
selves with each other a little bet- 
ter. 

It's something Snyder said 
is a necessity, as he and his staff 
emphasized some of the intrinsic 
values he often preaches to his 
teams. 

"My message probably to all 
the young people in our program 
or coaching staff was centered 
around discipline," he said. "Be- 
ing a part of what we do as a pro- 
gram and how we can implement 
that in the out-of-season program 



- great emphasis was placed on 
leadership." 

So as spring practice kicked 
off Sunday, both the coaches and 
players will look to get to know a 
little bit more about themselves, 
but this time on the playing field. 

The changes Snyder is imple- 
menting have re-energized many 
in the program and brought back 
the passion that was lacking in 
Vanier Football Complex last 
year. 

"The change is phenomenal," 
said junior linebacker Josh Be- 
rard, who sat out last year due to a 
knee injury. "The enthusiasm, the 
speed and the love for football is 
all back. You used to walk through 
here and it was kind of dead - we 
were going through that drought. 

"Now it's like we're happy to 
be here, it's time for practice, 'Let's 
get up, let's go, we're happy, let's 
get it going, we're excited, we're 
pumped.'" 

BROWN MAKES OWN CALL 
FOR CHANGE 

Brown wanted to make one 
thing clear: He made the decision 
this offseason to vacate the run- 
ning back position and move back 
to his original wide receiver posi- 
tion. 

"I just felt like I fit a bit more 
into the wide receiver mold than 
running back," Brown said. "When 
Coach Snyder came in, he asked 
everyone where they wanted to 
go, and I told him I wanted to go 
back to wide receiver, so he made 
the change."

Jordan should be inducted into Hall of Fame by himself

For a guy that loved a sport so much he 
retired three times from it, Michael Jordan 
is finally going into the Naismith Memorial 
Basketball Hall of Fame. 

He will share this honor with David 
Robinson, John Stockton, Utah Jazz coach 
Jerry Sloan and Rutgers women's coach C. 
Vivian Stringer. And honestly, he should be 
inducted into the Hall of Fame by himself. 



At first I thought this was a little extreme, 
but after giving it some thought, I think if 
anybody has earned that right, it would be 
Jordan. 

From the moment he joined the NBA in 
1985, everyone knew there was something 
special about him. I was only a few months 
old at this point, but looking back at the 
film, there was an aura that surrounded him. 

The five-time NBA MVP won six cham- 
pionships - seven total counting his na- 
tional championship while he was at North 
Carolina - and finished his career ranked 
third all-time in scoring. He also won two 
Olympic gold medals as part of Team USA. 

He changed the entire landscape of all 
American sports. Jordan taught athletes that 
if they wanted to win championships, they 
had to pursue them with an unheralded 
enthusiasm and a killer instinct. It didn't 
matter if he was playing a last-place team in 
January or heading into the NBA Finals in 
June - Jordan played every game like it was 
his last. 



But his accomplishments go far beyond 
the basketball court. 

He was the first superstar athlete to sign 
endorsement deals with such major con- 
glomerates like McDonalds, Gatorade and 
Nike. His commercials, along with his "Air 
Jordan" nickname, made him a household 
name. 

Robinson and Stockton certainly deserve 
to be in the Hall of Fame, but they are going 
to be overshadowed by Jordan. 

Robinson, known as "The Admiral," won 
two NBA titles, was co-MVP with Jordan in 
1995, was named rookie of the year, earned 
a scoring title and also won two Olympic 
gold medals. 

Stockton and his sweet short-shorts will 
most notably be remembered for being Jor- 
dan's doormat on his way to two of those six 
championships. 

Sloan and Stringer definitely could have 
waited another year. Sloan is the only NBA 
coach with more than 1,000 games with one 
franchise, the Utah Jazz. 



Stringer has won more than 800 games 
and has led three separate teams to the Final 
Four. 

All of these accomplishments are tre- 
mendous in their own right and should be 
recognized with their allotted time in the 
spotlight, but Jordan's feats will take prece- 
dence over the others. 

So in all fairness, it would have been in 
their best interests to wait a year. 

Today, the NBA is blessed with talent by 
the likes of Kobe, LeBron and D-Wade, but 
as much as they chase each other, they also 
chase Jordan's legacy. 

Even one of Jordan's biggest rivals, Magic 
Johnson, knew Jordan was special, and 
admitted as much once, simply saying: 

"There's Michael Jordan, then there is the 
rest of us."

Snyder opens first season at K-State with spring practices 



Bill Snyder first came to K-State in 1988. In 2009, he 
now rejoins the Wildcat football program, which has 
fallen on tough times once again. Even though the pro- 
gram isn't near as bad as it was, there are some parallels 
between then and now. This Collegian article from April 
1989 offers a look back at Snyder's first spring practices 
at K-State. 

During spring football practices, one main thought 
will be going through the minds of members of the 
coaching staff - getting team members focused on play- 
ing to the best of their ability. 

Practices, which began Tuesday, will work on players' 
past problems, such as the team's 27-game non-winning 
streak, some players' questionable level of skill and the 
relatively small number out for the squad, said K-State's 
new football coach, Bill Snyder. 

"We are trying to instill in our players that they can 
and need to work harder," Snyder said. "We do not want 
our players putting limits on themselves. 

"We have to put them in situations where they will 
realize that we won't accept anything but their best ef- 
forts." 

Snyder said one of the biggest challenges the staff 
faces is trying to get the team to forget about the lack of 
past success and focus on concentrating and improving 
the level of play. 



"It takes a tremendously strong person to overcome 
not winning in 27 tries," Snyder said. "If each player 
decides that enough is enough and asks himself, 'What 
can I do to lend myself to a winning team?', then that is 
when they will begin learning to win. 

"We are trying to reduce the distractions as much as 
possible. We are closing practices to everyone so that 
we can keep the distraction level as low as it can be. We 
need to give our players the opportunity to concentrate 
on the task at hand." 

What this year's squad may lack in size, Snyder hopes 
will be made up with speed and intangibles. 

"Our kids have worked very hard during their out of 
season programming," Snyder said. "In general, we have 
decent speed at our skill positions, but overall we are 
somewhat undersized. 

"I have a tremendous concern with the intangibles. 
The overall team attitude, work ethic and responsibility 
level of this team has improved greatly since January. 
With concentration and hard work, there is no reason 
that our players can't play as hard as any team in the 
United States." 

The Wildcat spring squad will consist of at least 81 
players, but could increase to as many as 90 with walk- 
ons. Five players will be unavailable for spring ball due 
to ineligibility or injury, but are expected to return in the 
fall. 



While Snyder focuses on improving the quality of play 
of his team, the overall aspect of the numbers have him 
concerned. 

"Our main concern with this group is not in qual- 
ity - it is in depth. We'll put 22 men on the field, but 
the chances are that all of those 22 won't be playing the 
same position all season. We need some real improve- 
ment in the depth area." 

The changes brought about with the new coaching 
staff have only benefited, not hurt the team, said offen- 
sive tackle Chad Faulkner. 

"I'm ready to get going," Faulkner said. "It's kind of 
fun learning a new system. It gives us a new hope and 
hopefully a new beginning. The new program is a lot 
more disciplined, but people are complaining less than 
in the past. 

"The coaching staff has put a lot of faith in us. They 
have given us help, knowledge and the chance to be suc- 
cessful." 

Linebacker Jeff Lowe echoed those sentiments. 

"The coaching staff is teaching us how to win through 
our best effort," Lowe said. "I'm looking forward to get- 
ting spring drills started. After our spring game, one In- 
state team will be 1-0 and put that losing streak behind 
them. I hope I'm on that team."

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ITALY QUAKE CLAIMS 1 50 DEAD, 1,500 
INJURED 

L'AQUILA, Italy (AP) - Rescue work- 
ers using bare hands and buckets searched 
frantically for students believed to be bur- 
ied in a wrecked dormitory after Italy's 
deadliest quake in nearly three decades 
struck this medieval city before dawn Mon- 
day, killing more than 150 people, injuring 
1,500 and leaving tens of thousands home- 
less. 

The 6.3-magnitude earthquake buck- 
led both ancient and modern buildings in 
and around LAquila, snuggled in a valley 
surrounded by the snowcapped Apennines' 
tallest peaks. 

It also took a severe toll on the centu- 
ries-old castles and churches in the moun- 
tain stronghold dating from the Middle 
Ages, and the Culture Ministry drew up a 
list of landmarks that were damaged, in- 
cluding collapsed bell towers and cupolas. 

The quake, centered near LAquila 
about 70 miles northeast of Rome, struck 
at 3:22 a.m., followed by more than a doz- 
en aftershocks. 



IN WAKE OF NORTH KOREA LAUNCH, 
WHAT'S NEXT IS UNCLEAR 

WASHINGTON (AP) - A top Penta- 
gon official on Monday dismissed North 
Korea's rocket launch as a failure - both 
technologically and as an effort to market 
its missiles to other countries. 

"Would you buy from somebody that 
had failed three times in a row and never 
been successful?" Gen. James Cartwright, 
the vice chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, asked during a press briefing at the 
Pentagon. 

The abortive missile launch, Cart- 
wright said, showed that North Korea 
had failed to master the midair thrust 
shift from one rocket booster to another, 
an integral part of ballistic missile tech- 
nology. 

North Korea's attempted launch of 
a three-stage rocket Sunday demonstrat- 
ed only one minor victory: It went twice 
as far as one launched in 1998. It is still 
unclear what data North Korea's military 
and scientists might glean from their lat- 
est effort. 



ANGER IN IRAQ AFTER BOMBS KILL 37 
IN SHIITE AREA 

BAGHDAD (AP) - Anger boiled over 
in Baghdad streets at Iraqi soldiers and po- 
lice after they failed to prevent a stunning se- 
ries of coordinated bombings across the city 
Monday that left 37 dead and more than 100 
wounded. 

Iraq's government blamed the attacks 
on supporters of Saddam Hussein "in coop- 
eration with the al-Qaida terrorist organiza- 
tion" and suggested the blasts were timed for 
Tuesday's anniversary of the founding of the 
late dictator's Baath party. 

The attacks, which one Interior Ministry 
official called the worst breach of security in 
Baghdad this year, occurred as the U.S. mili- 
tary is drawing down its forces in the capital. 
Some Iraqis pondered whether their own sol- 
diers and police can maintain order if Shiite- 
Sunni violence flares again once the Ameri- 
cans have gone. 

At the site of one blast, in the former mi- 
litia stronghold of Sadr City, angry crowds 
hurled stones at Iraqi soldiers in a display of 
bitterness. 



LETTER SAID TO BE FROM NY KILLER 
FORECAST SLAYINGS 

BINGHAMTON, N.Y. (AP) - The man 
who gunned down 13 people in an immi- 
grant center thought police had harassed 
him for years, even spreading rumors about 
him and touching him in his sleep, and 
apparently was intent on killing people 
before returning "to the dust of the earth," 
according to a rambling letter in broken 
English mailed to a TV station the day of 
the massacre. 

The letter's authenticity could not im- 
mediately be verified Monday, but the city 
of Binghamton said it was reviewing the ma- 
terial as "evidence in the investigation." The 
letter was postmarked Friday, the day Jiverly 
Wong stormed into the American Civic Asso- 
ciation and went on a rampage before killing 
himself. 

"I am Jiverly Wong Shooting the peo- 
ple," the letter begins. 

The letter was dated March 18, more 
than two weeks before the shooting. It in- 
cluded photos of Wong smiling with two 
guns, a gun permit and his driver's license.

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Program offers 'safe zones,' help for students

The SafeZone symbol, indicating an of- 
fice is a safe place for students to seek help, 
has been on the K-State campus for more 
than 25 years. 

Though SafeZone originally focused 
on providing safe spaces for gay, lesbian, bi- 
sexual and transgendered students, a forum 
sponsored by the Committee on the Status of 
Women in 2002 found many people voicing 
the need for a safe space for all students. 

To meet that need, Dorinda Lambert, 
SafeZone coordinator and associate director 
of Counseling Services, gathered resources to 
create a broader purpose for SafeZone. 

SafeZone's primary purpose is to raise 
awareness about the difficult situations fac- 
ing students and the ways faculty members 
can reach out to students, Lambert said. 

"One of our goals is to make visible the 
resources available on campus and to make 
visible people who can help students," she 
said. "We want to make people aware that 
violence is not acceptable on campus." 

Training for those interested in becom- 
ing SafeZone allies is offered at least twice 
a semester. Much of the training focuses on 
teaching participants where helpful resourc- 
es are located on campus. Those resources 
include the Office of Student Life, Counsel- 
ing Services, the Women's Center and the In- 
ternational Student Center. 

"The analogy was made to safe hous- 
es [in the program]," said Donna Schenck- 
Hamlin, program associate at the Institute 
for Civic Discourse and Democracy at KSU 
Libraries, who went through the introducto- 
ry training two years ago. 

"If a person is feeling threatened, we 
were taught about the resources that existed 
to help them. SafeZone signals that K-State is 



a tolerant campus, but the [SafeZone] plac- 
ards are also a constant reminder that there 
could be a problem." 

Robert Swift, senior in political science, 
said SafeZone training caused him to con- 
front the issues of violence and abuse on 
campus. 

"A lot of people talk about these things 
- hate crimes, abuse, violence - but we sat 
down for two hours and we talked about spe- 
cific examples and saw videos," he said of the 
training. "It puts it right there in front of your 
face. That's what was really eye-opening for 
me, to look at these issues and be aware of 
how real they are." 

Though the initial training can have a 
strong effect on participants, remaining an 
active ally requires attending at least one con- 
tinuing education training session a semester 
and volunteering time at the Women's Cen- 
ter kiosk in the K-State Student Union. There 
are currently 253 active allies at K-State. 

Continuing education sessions keep al- 
lies current, but also remain in line with Safe- 
Zone's goal of raising awareness about the is- 
sues facing students. The next session, for ex- 
ample, will be "Sexual Assault: Legal, Medi- 
cal and Community Issues." 

"So far, most awareness raising has been 
with faculty and staff to help them become 
more aware of students who might need 
help," Lambert said. "Trained faculty and 
staff are more willing to reach out and talk to 
students." 

Susan Allen, director of nonviolence ed- 
ucation, said she believes raising awareness 
about violence on campus is essential to cre- 
ating a more peaceful community. 

"Lack of awareness and denial are im- 
portant," she said. "Almost nobody talks 
about violence and sexual assault, so how 
can they know it's a problem? We're trying 
to talk about it." 



Overall, those involved with the pro- 
gram said reaction to SafeZone has been 
positive. 

"Does anyone come out in favor of vi- 
olence?" Lambert said. "No. Even people 
who don't agree with all aspects of SafeZone 
see the need for diversity and respect on our 
campus." 

Swift said he agrees and believes Safe- 
Zone exemplifies what K-State is all about. 

"I think it's really great that we have 
people here at K-State who care enough to 
partake in this and have people who are will- 



ing to take time to administer it," he said. 

Though faculty members and admin- 
istrators make up the largest group of Safe- 
Zone allies, Lambert said it is important for 
students to get involved as well, not only for 
K-State but for their own future benefit. 

"Students who have been a part of Saf- 
eZone can, as alumni, be helpful to people 
in their workplaces and be an asset to their 
communities," she said.

Online CPR class proves to be popular option in early weeks

Lafene Health Center, in 
partnership with Mercy Region- 
al Health Center, is now offering 
self-paced cardiopulmonary resus- 
citation certification. 

Utilizing an eLearning pro- 
gram created by the American 
Heart Association, students can 
now earn CPR and first aid certifi- 
cation online. 

The certification program is 
offered in response to students' 



complaints to Lafene administra- 
tors about their inability to be- 
come certified in a timely manner 
at other organizations. 

"We heard from a lot of stu- 
dents that they can't get their CPR 
certifications," said Carol Kenne- 
dy, CPR instructor and training 
site coordinator. "We decided this 
program offering would be very 
helpful to busy K-State students." 

The program will provide stu- 
dents with means to become certi- 
fied at their own pace, eliminating 
the need to free up the often-busy 



schedules of college students. 

To earn the certification, stu- 
dents must complete an online 
course available on the AHA's 
Web site. After completion of the 
online portion, students can ar- 
range an appointment at Lafene 
to complete a hands-on practice 
portion of the certification. At the 
same session, students take a certi- 
fication examination. 

The program launched on 
March 23, and Kennedy said nu- 
merous students have already 
completed certifications. 



Several certification options 
are available. Lafene is offering 
courses in Heartsaver CPR, au- 
tomated external defibrillator 
(AED), First Aid and Health Care 
Provider CPR. 

Kennedy said the online por- 
tion takes between two and three 
hours, with the practice session 
and examination lasting one hour. 
After completing the online pro- 
gram, students have 60 days to 
complete the practice appoint- 
ment before the online completion 
becomes invalid. 



The program aids in further- 
ing the AHA's goal of better edu- 
cating the public about heart relat- 
ed diseases and prevention. 

Lafene administrators plan 
to open the course to faculty and 
staff members as well, when ap- 
pointment time is available. 

The practical and online 
course components are paid for in- 
dividually. Depending on the cho- 
sen certification, the online cours- 
es range in price from $20-35. The 
cost for the Lafene practical por- 
tion and examination is $25.

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ZIMBRA | Early 
adopters applaud 
new features' ease

student, staff and faculty representatives, 
who form the Zimbra Steering Commit- 
tee, have worked through technical de- 
tails to polish the K-State version of the 
e-mail system. 

Effective March 28, 1,600 student, 
faculty and staff volunteers took part in an 
early switch and were able to access their 
e-mail accounts via Zimbra. The purpose 
of this switch was to offer K-State IT feed- 
back on what needed to be tweaked be- 
fore the campus-wide switch. 

Weston Steimel, sophomore in archi- 
tectural engineering, and Ryan Bradley, 
graduate student in software engineering, 
were among the first group of volunteers. 

"Webmail was just kind of limited," 
Steimel said. "Obviously with Zimbra, 
there are a lot more features. You've got a 
lot more you can do with it." 

Both Steimel and Bradley said they 
found Zimbra easier to use than Webmail 
in terms of navigation and mobility. 

"[Zimbra] has a better user inter- 
face, it's easier to get around and it's more 
readable," Bradley said. 

Once users make the switch to Zim- 
bra, they will no longer have access to 
Webmail, but they will lose little e-mail 
storage and information. All e-mails, read 
or unread, saved or in the trash, will be 
transfered to Zimbra, and the e-mail ad- 
dress - e.g., your_eID@ksu.edu - will re- 
main the same. 

The only drawback to the transition 
is that contacts will not be stored. Howev- 
er, there is an easy search function with- 
in Zimbra that allows users to find any K- 
Stater's e-mail address and click it into 
their contact list instead of having to look 
it up online. 

Bradley said K-State IT has kept him 
"pretty well informed" during the switch 
and as a result, has had no problems with 
the system. 

For those who have not made the 
switch, Lyall said question-and-answer 
sessions will be available throughout the 
coming months to help acclimate them to 
the program before the major transition. 

"We're going to have lots of commu- 
nication about what [the switch] means 
to the campus," Lyall said. "We want to 
offer as much information as we can and 
make sure people understand what we're 
doing."
